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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on March 1, 2004, was filed after 
and the submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the 
information disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Applicant's election without traverse of the species of Group I, readable on claims 1-1 9, 
in the reply filed on December 7, 2005, is acknowledged. 

3. Claims 20-40 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on December 7, 2005. 

C/a/7n Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign 
country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of 
application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1-5,7-9, and 1 1 ,19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Den Hamer (3,797,875). 

Den Hamer (3,797,875) shows a hand pick and place device comprising a body 1 (Fig. 
1) having a chamber, a grasping element (7) with an end of the body and an end for 
adhesion to a piece to be picked up, a tip (3,6) movable within the chamber, a plunger 
(9), and an interior fixed element (fig. 2) to limit the tip movement. Den Hamer 
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(3,797,875) also shows an accessory tool including two tools, a screw (4), and piston (5) 
located in the opposite direction of the tip. 

Re claims 3 and 4, fig. 1 shows a tip (6) capable of being in different positions. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 6 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Den 
Hamer (3,797,875) in view of Palmer et al. (2003/0099746). 

Den Hamer (3,797,875), as presented above, does not show a cap to cover. However, 
Palmer et al. (2003/0099746) teaches a cap (13) to cover the shaft. Accordingly, it 
would have been obvious to those skill in the art to provide a cap on the lower end of 
Hamer (3,797,875) as taught by Palmer et al. (2003/0099746) to secure the tip from 
damaging.
